BOSTON (AP) - Five chil- 


dren and three women died in 
an early morning fire today 
which swept through a wood 
frame 
tenement 
in Boston's 


Roxbury section. 


A mother, Maria Gomes, 24, 


and five of her children, rang- 
ing in age from 1 to 8, were 
among the victims of the fire 
that destroyed all but the bot- 
tom floor of the 2%-story build- 
ing. The blaze also left the 
head of the Gomes household 
and two young children hospi- 
talized. 


Police said Ormand Gomes, 


the father, told them he was 
asleep on the second floor of 
the building when he heard an 
explosion, stepped out into the 
hall and ran into a "sheet of 
flame." 


Gomes told police he re- 


turned to the bedroom and be- 
gan to lose consciousness and 
was unable to remember any- 
thing else. 


Dead Children 


The 
five 
Gomes 
children 


killed in the blaze were identi- 
fied as Michael, 1; Gina, 3; 
James, 4; Anthony, 5, and Zire, 
8. 


They were believed to have 


been the Gomes' only children, 
but this could not be imme- 
diately confirmed. 


The other two dead women, 


who police said occupied the at- 
tic of the building, were identi- 
fied by police as Alberta Car- 
valho, 60, and Catherine AhernJ 
'70. 


A neighbor, Atanasio Rosa, 


said the fire spread so quickly 
that rescue was impossible. 
Gomes was the only person to 
escape from the upper two 
floors of the building, 
police 


said.

listed in critical condition 
at 


Boston City Hospital. 
Police 


identified them as Balbina An- 
drade, 5, and 3-year-old Can- 
dida Andrade. 


Gomes was taken to the hos- 


pital for treatment of shock.

Watch for Fire-Resistent 
Children's Night Clothes 


CHICAGO — July 29, 1972, 


marked a significant mile- 
stone in the efforts to provide 
protection from fire and burns 
for the youngsters 
of our 


nation. On that date the 
Standard for the Flammabil- 
ity of Children's Sleepwear 
went into effect. 


Under the Standard, chil- 


dren's pajamas, robes, night- 
gowns, and other sleepwear 
up to and including size 6X — 
the size range for most chil- 
dren up to six years of age — 
must comply with rigid fire 
retardant regulations. Those 
which fail to pass fire retard- 
ant tests must bear a label 
saying so. 


By July, 1973, garments not 


meeting the standards must 
be removed from the market. 
Those on the market must 
bear use and care warnings to 
guard against the inadvertent 
removal of the flame retard- 
ant 
characteristics 
through 


some home laundering. 


Similar proposed standards 


regulating children's sleep- 
wear for sizes 7 to 14 will be 
another important step. For 
the most part, however, pro- 
tection from clothing fires is 
still the consumer's responsi- 
bility.

Pay Extra for Protection 
As 
a 
consumer, 
choose 


flame retardant garments as 


they become available on the 
merchant's shelves, says the 
National Safety Council. The 
cost might be slightly more — 
but paying an extra dollar or 
two for your child's pajamas 
could save his life. 


Until flame retardant gar- 


ments are generally available, 
shop for clothes that are least 
flammable. Of the basic fib- 
ers, 
wool is compratively 


flame resistant. It will ignite, 
but it burns slowly and the 
fire usually goes out once the 
source of ignition has been 
removed. Cotton and rayon, 
on 
the other 
hand, burn 


readily. Synthetics fibers are 
usually less flammable than 
cotton or rayon — but syn- 
thetics can actually melt as 
they burn, leaving a sticky, 
syrupy substance that pro- 
duces deep, localized burns. 


Design of the garment is 


another consideration. Close- 
fitting garments are less like- 
ly to catch on fire than are 
loose-fitting ones. The farther 
the garment is from 
the 


wearer's body, the greater the 
chance of ignition, and the 
more dangerous the garment 
is from a fire standpoint. 


Choose a Tight Weave 


Other f a c t o r s which de- 


termine the flammability of 
wearing apparel are weight 
and weave — tightly woven, 
heavy fabrics burn more slow- 
ly than sheer, lightweight, 
loosely woven fabrics — and 


surface 
of 
the 
fabric. A 


napped fabric with air space 
between loose, fine fibers will 
ignite much more readily than 
will a fabric with a smooth 
surface. In general, fabrics 
with a shorter pile and a 
greater density are less likely 
to burn than those with a 
high, fluffy pile.

Instruct family members on 


what to do if clothing should 
catch fire, the Council urges. 
Never run. Running fans the 
flame and accelerates burn- 
ing. Always drop into a hor- 
izontal position wherever you 
are. Remaining in a standing 
position allows flame 
and 


smoke to rise upward over the 
face and to get into the lungs. 
Remove clothing if possible. 
Roll a rug or any other heavy 
fabric over yourself, or sim- 
ply Poll on the floor or ground. 
Anything that can smother or 
extingush the fire — such as 
water, sand, or a heavy fabric 
wrapped around the body — 
will help to minimize the 
extent of injury. 


Encourage additional feder- 


al regulations for mandatory 
flame retardant wearing ap- 
parel. Make lawmakers aware 
that you care about the flam- 
mability of clothing. Write to 
your congressmen or to the 
Secretary of Commerce. 


And purchase flame retard- 


ant children's sleepwear.

Mobile Life Comes of Age for 
Youthful Couple in Arizona

GLENDALE, Ariz. (AP) — 


Ever since she moved into a 
mobile home, Susie Straight 
hasn't slept through one of 
her baby's nighttime cries. 


Or her next-door neighbors' 


occasional spate, or her hot 
water pipe gurgling from the 
kitchen to the living room to 
the nursery. 


"The walls are so thin, you 


hear everything," she admit- 
ted, with a nod toward her 7- 
month-old son and her hus- 
band, a career member of the 
Air Force and a Vietnam 
veteran. "But I still love it. It 
was this or pay rent for 
another 15 years." 


The Straights, both 23, are 


among the increasing number 
of young people who are 
buying mobile homes with 
their GI or factory salaries 
today the way then- grandpar- 
ents did on their pension 
checks years ago. 


Solves Housing Problems 
Shunning high rentals and 


time-consuming upkeep, many 
are finding out mat the old- 
fashioned trailer courts with 
row upon row of ugly boxes 
ate now new mobile home 
parks, with winding drives 
and fancy awnings. Slowly, 
diapers and tennis courts are 
infiltrating the domain of Ger- 
itol and shuffleboards. 


Over the past two decades 


more and more Americans 
have turned to mobile homes 
as an answer to their housing 
problems. Last year more 
than 490,000 homes on wheels 
were s h i p p e d to dealers 
around the country. Ten years 
ago, the figure was under 
100,000. Twenty years ago it 
was 67,000. 


Most of the mobile homes 


aren't especially mobile. Most 
sit in the nation's approxi- 
mately 25,000 mobile home 
parks. Each year just over 
1,000 new parks are opened. 


Youthful Buyers 


Although no national figures 


are available to document the 
youthful trend, almost one- 
fourth of all Phoenix area 
mobile home owners are un- 
der age 35. And many dealers 
in Arizona, where every 200th 
person lives in a mobile home, 
says they have noticed recent 
sharp increases in sales to 
youthful buyers. 


One sales manager, who has 


been in the business 20 years, 
says more than 10 per cent of 
his sales are now to 18-to 35- 
year-olds. A decade ago, al- 
most all buyers were retired 
persons, he said. 


Gone with the outmoded 


image are the once-functional 
trailer wheels Juried deep in 
the ground or beneath alumi- 
num "skirts." 


Susie and Don Straight even 


keep forgetting to put their 
$10.40 license plate in the 
back window. It's always sup- 
posed to be on display. 


Financial Mobility 


They moved into lot 73 at 


the Glendale Cascade Mobile 
Home Park, a 20-mile drive 
from downtown Phoenix, a 
few weeks ago. It's one of 23 
operated in several states by 
the Boise Cascade Corp. 


On the $600 a month Don 


earns as a staff sergeant at 
nearby Luke Air Force Base- 
plus about $35 a week he 
picks up moonlighting as a 
security guard at a drive-in 
movie theater—they bought a 
nearly new two-bedroom New 
Moon trailer for $7,000 plus 
$500 "key money" paid to the 
previous owners. 
Their monthly rent is $57.50 
for the lot, $5 for gas, about 
$35 for electricity. Water is 
free. Bat they have to pay $3 
a month for son Jimmy and 


they will have to pay $3 for 
any additional children they 
might have. 


This comes to about $100 a 


month. The Straights also pay 
$101 a month to the bank, and 
will do so for the next 10 
years to pay off the $7,000 
loan they took out to buy the 
trailer. 
As a military man, Don is 
exempt from property tax, 
but mobile homes don't count 
as real estate anyway. An 
attempt to change that status 
is pending in the Arizona 
Legislature. 
In all, Susie Straight says 
it's a lot better deal than the 
$200 one-bedroom apartment 
they were living in before, or 
the $16,000 homes they looked 
at. But it took some time to 
come around. 
"When we moved in here I 
laughed my head off," said 
Susie, like Don a West Virgi- 
nian. "Back home mobile 
homes are really frowned on. 
It's an 8x10 hole in the wall. I 
never would go to look at 
them. 
"But we had friends living 
here and they stowed us 
around. At first I said no. But 
then after a New Year's Eve 
party here, with everyone so 
friendly, 
w e changed 
our 


minds." 


Sipping iced tea 
in 
her 


woodpaneled living room, per- 
fectly cooled against the hot 
desert noon sun, Mrs. Straight 
kept one eye on Jimmy as he 
crawled 
across 
the 
18-foot 


expanse of her green shag 
rug. 


'Shoebox' Home 


Her home is basically a 
64 foot-long shoebox. It's 12- 
feet wide. Laid out like a 
railroad flat where you have 
to walk through one room to 
get to the next, it has a 
special miniroom attachment 
called 
an Expando which 


makes a six-foot-deep alcove 
off the living room. 


At one end of the living 


room is the nursery with crib 
and bathinet. At the other end 
of the trailer is a cramped 
master bedroom which is 
almost 
wall-to-wall 
double 


bed. 
From there a corridor bare- 
ly wide enough to turn around 
in snakes past a bathroom 
with a built-in tub. Then the 
corridor opens up into the 
kitchen which is the full 12- 
foot width of the trailer. It 
has a wall oven and large 
refrigerator. The kitchen is 
big enough for a dining table. 


The kitchen opens onto the . 


living room, easily the most 


spacious room of all. With its 
full-size furniture holding sev- 
eral adults and children, it 
felt more .like sitting in a 
garden apartment rather than 
a mobile home. 


Easy Upkeep 


Mrs. Straight finds it con- 
venient, economical l i v i n g 
with "terrifically 
easy up- 


keep." She whisks through the 
cleaning chores and finds the 
paneled walls easy to keep 
clean. When the outside gets 
dirty it needs a hosing and not 
a painting. 


For their $100 a month, the 


Straights have also bought a 
way of life. The park, separ- 
ated by a 6-foot-high masoHry 
wall from the Green Acres 
Mortuary and the Thunderbird 
Drive-in across the street, is a 
gently cluster of yellow, green 
and white metal homes. Some 
are singles, some double-wide, 
many complemented with the 
graceful arms of cacti or the 
more rigid forms of green 
pebble lawns. 


The 30-acre tract will even- 


tually 
house 223 families. 


About half that number live 
there 
now. It 
offers 
two 


swimming pools, w e e n i e 
roasts, camping trips, secur- 
ity guard and friendly neigh- 
bors.

New feminism has penetrated 
college and high school athlet- 
ics, with chauvinistic males 
discovering they are not the 
only ones who can represent 
their s c h o o l s on varsity 
teams. 


Some courts, athletic asso- 


ciations and state commis- 
sioners 
of 
education have 


ruled that girls and women 
have a right to compete on 
varsity teams along with their 
male counterparts. 


The sports world that was 


formerly man's domain is 
now being shared with the 
other sex and, understanda- 
bly, this new development has 
brought forth strong pro and 
con feelings. Vera Skubic, 
department of ergonomics and 
physical education. University 
of California at Santa Bar- 
bara, presents a strong posi- 
tion for the affirmative side: 


Girls? Yes 


"Varsity sports for girls and 


women? In ever increasing 
numbers, highly skilled and 
highly qualified female ath- 
letes are demanding the right 
to play on varsity teams — 
teams which are typically all 
male. 


"In most public schools, 


there are rules which state 
that girls may not play on 
boys' teams. Currently, these 
rules are being challenged in 
the courts in numerous states. 
Are the rules discriminatory7

gram and, in a democratically- 
oriented institution, all mem- 
bers 
of the 
student 
body 


(males and females) should 
have the opportunity to com-

"In this day and age. fe-

Surelj the social, 
health and fitness benefits of 
athletic competition rhould be 
made available to all stu- 
dents. 


Rules Discriminate 


"Historically, w o m e n in 


physical education have de- 
veloped standards and rules 
aimed to protect girls and 
women in competitive situa- 
tions. Their motives stemmed 
from

sincere 
desire to 


safeguard their health and 
safety, the rules for women's 
sports actually 
operate to 


discriminate against women. 
The protective labor laws and 
the protective varsity rules 
are 
being 
challenged and 


changed. 


"The trend toward provid- 


ing more and better intercol- 
legiate a n d 
interscholastic 


sports opportunities for girls 


and woman is a good one and 
deserves strong school sup- 
port in terms of funds, facili- 
ties and encouragement. If all 
students are going to have a 
chance to reach their poten- 
tial in sports, then the schools 
must provide many types and 
levels of competition, plus the 
freedom to choose. For the 
small percentage of female 
athletes who are good enough 


to qualify for a varisty team 
and desire to do so — why 
not???" Dr. Skobic concludes. 


I spoke to several men and 


women in order to get the 
position of those persons who 
are opposed to women in 
sports. They stress that the 
new role of women in sports 
does not support the image

Entering the tribal offices of 


the Oneida Indians in the Town 
of Oneida is like walking into a 
three-dimensional directory of 
federal social-service programs. 


The old white schoolhouse 


converted to office space con- 
tains, in one of its rooms, the. 
headquarters of the Community 
Action Program (CAP), which 
itself is an umbrella for a host 
of programs providing services 
for Oneidas, literally from cra- 
dle to grave. 
„ 


The office, dispenses informa- 


tion about services 
ranging 


from food for the elderly to 


work for the young and middle- 
aged; counselling on matters 
ranging from family planning to 
drug abuse and alcoholism; and 
numerous other educational, re- 
creational and vocational pro- 
grams originating in the feder- 
al, state and local governments, 
private organizations and the 
tribe itself. 


In another office is the tribal 


headquarters, where the tribe's 
records are kept and its busi- 
ness conducted. The federal 
bureaucracy also spills /over 
here, evidenced^n an array of 
papers spread over a large 
work table at which tribal 
leaders labor.

community for tribal members living in the area.

Citizen Police Unit 
Initiates Theft Alert 


Citizens Police Reserve of 


Appleton, in an effort to stem a 
rising crime rate, has initiated 
a theft alert program and is 
seeking funds through direct 
mailings. 


Money obtained through the 


solicitation effort will be used to 
Durchase equipment needed by 
the 
Appleton Police Depart- 


ment, according to letters ac- 
companying the mailings. 


The letters also state that 


Appleton's crime rate has more 
than doubled in the past five 
years. 


Reservists stated that they 


hope to help reduce the crime 
rate with their theft alert plan 
which involves the taking and 
filing of an inventory of person- 
al possessions. 


Serial numbers or other ident- 


ifying information on the items 
along with their date of pur- 
chase and costs are included on 
a special inventory sheet pro- 
vided by the reserve. 


The list is to be registered 


with the police department, 
along with photographs of valu- 
able items, such as jewelry, 
furs and paintings, that do not 
have identifying numbers or 
marks. 


Persons filing the inventories 


will be given theft alert decals 
to be placed, on house windows 
or doors. 


"Burglaries are negligible in 


communities which have adopt- 
ed the theft alert ^program," the 
reserve states in its letters to 
Appleton residents. 


The letters also state that the 


objectives of the reserve ". 
are to create public interest in 
the needs and problems of our 
law enforcement personnel, to 
promote discussion and under- 
standing between community 
members and our Appleton Po- 
lice Department in a problem- 
solving atmosphere, to increase 
professionalism in the police 
department through education 
and training and to decrease the 
Appleton crime rate through 
these combined efforts. 


There is also a kitchen — 


used twice weekly to provide 
meals for the elderly — and 
rooms for other activities, a 
small playground outdoors, and 
the. off ice of one more federal 
agency, the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs. 


Tribal business is in the hands 


of the Tribal Council, nine 
members elected for three-year 
terms.-Any Oneida on the tribal 
rolls who is able to come in 
person for the election and is of 
voting age may vote. (The tribe 
faces the prospect of lowering 
the voting age from 21 to 18, in 
cpnformance with public elec- 
tion law changes.) 


The council consists of four 


officers and five councilmen and 
women. In elections held about 
a month ago, Purcell Powless 
was chosen chairman, Irene 
More vice 
chairman, 
Alma 


Webster 
treasurer, Margaret 


Doxtator secretary and Eva 
Danforth, Loretta Ellis, Norbert 
Hill, G o r d o n McLester and 
Wendell McLester councilmen. 


The officers receive $10 per 


month for their work, which for 
some has mushroomed consid- 
erably in the past month, ac- 
cording to Hill, who was chair- 
man before Powless. 


The former chairman used to 


rise early, to work on tribal 


business at 5 a.m., and would 
put in, 15 to 20 hours per month. 
Now, Powless, Hill and Powless' 
son, 
John, are putting long 


hours almost daily on a com- 
prehensive planning project be- 
gun early in July. 


John Powless explained that 


the tribe was embarking on a 
program of resource manage- 
ment, beginning with the study, 
financed partly by a federal 
Department 
of Housing and 


Urban Development ( H U D ) 
comprehensive planning grant. 
A related element is an attempt 
to persuade tribal members to 
place their own land in trust so 
it can be better managed by the 


tribe. 
• The tribal chairman is admin- 
istrator of the planning project, 
Hill is assistant administrator 
and the younger Powless is 
trainee-assistant. The project is 
also receiving technical assist- 
ance donated by local private 
concerns. 


When completed, hopefully in 


about two years, the plan will 
include a tabulation of tribal 
resources, an economic base 
study, a land-use plan and other 
features. The project at present 
is in the early organizational 
stages, 
with 
preparation of 


questionnaires a n d interview 
outlines among the first steps. 


"What we are trying to do is 


develop our own community," 
explained the senior Powless. 
He added that the tribe "doesn't 
get much help from the people 
that have taken over here," 
referring to non-Indian land 
owners and public officials. 


Since being relocated from 


their central New York State 
ancestral territory in the 1820s, 
the land of the Oneidas has 
dwindled from more than 500,- 
000 acres that previously be- 
longed to the Menominees, to a 
reservation of 65,000 acres, and 
now to a territory of 2,600 acres

Without a user fee, and with 


the sewage plant budget finally 
adopted, the tax rate increase 
would have been around |4.50 
per $1,000 in Menasha. 


Adams pointed out today 


that the city budget actually 


declined in 1972. Budgets from 
the school district and the 
county accounted for the in- 
crease of 39 cents. 


It remains to be seen, he

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Tribal Members Strive to Develop Their Own Community

Entering the tribal offices of 


the Oneida Indians in the Town 
of Oneida is like walking into a 
three-dimensional 
directory of 


federal social-service programs. 


The old white schoolhouse 


converted to office space con- 
tains, in one of its rooms, the 
headquarters of the Community 
Action Program (CAP), which 
itself is an umbrella for a host 
of programs providing services 
for Oneidas, literally from cra- 
dle to grave. 


The office dispenses informa- 


tion 
about services 
ranging 


from food for the elderly to 


work ior the young and middle- 
aged; counselling on matters 
ranging from family planning to 
drug abuse and alcoholism; and 
numerous other educational, re- 
creational and vocational pro- 
grams originating in the feder- 
al, state and local governments, 
private organizations and the 
tribe itself. 


In another office is the tribal 


headquarters, where the tribe's 
records are kept and its busi- 
ness conducted. 
The federal 


bureaucracy also spills over 
here, evidenced in an array of 
papers spread over a large 
work table at which tribal 
leaders labor. 


There is also a kitchen — 


used twice weekly to provide 
meals for the elderly — and 
rooms for other activities, a 
small playground outdoors, and 
the office of one more federal 
agency, the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs. 


Tribal business is in the hands 


of 
the Tribal Council, nine 


members elected for three-year 
terms. Any Oneida on the tribal 
rolls who is able to come in 
person for the election and is of 
voting age may vote. (The tribe 
faces the prospect of lowering 
-the voting age from 21 to 18, in 
oonformance with public elec- 
tion law changes.) 


The council consists of four 


officers and five councilmen and 
women. In elections held about 
a month ago, Purcell Powless 
was chosen chairman, Irene 
More 
vice chairman, 
Alma 


Webster 
treasurer, 
Margaret 


Doxtator secretary and Eva 
Danforth, Loretta Ellis, Norbert 
Hill, G o r d o n McLester and 
Wendell McLester councilmen. 


The officers receive $10 per 


month for their work, which for 
some has mushroomed consid- 
erably in the past month, ac- 
cording to Hill, who was chair- 
man before Powless. 


The former chairman used to 


rise early, to work on tribal 


business at 5 a.m., and would 
put in 15 to 20 hours per month. 
Now, Powless, Hill and Powless' 
son, John, are putting long 
hours almost daily on a com- 
prehensive planning project be- 
gun early in July. 


John Powless explained that 


the tribe was embarking on a 
program of resource manage- 
ment, beginning with the study, 
financed partly by a federal 
Department 
of Housing 
and 


Urban Development 
( H U D ) 


comprehensive planning grant. 
A related element is an attempt 
to persuade tribal members to 
place their own land in trust so 
it can be better managed by the 


tribe. 


The tribal chairman is admin- 


istrator of the planning project, 
Hill is assistant administrator 
and the younger Powless is 
trainee-assistant. The project is 
also receiving technical assist- 
ance donated by local private 
concerns. 


When completed, hopefully in 


about two years, the plan will 
include a tabulation of tribal 
resources, an economic base 
study, a land-use plan and other 
features. The project at present 
is in the early organizational 
stages, 
with 
preparation of 


questionnaires an d interview 
outlines among the first steps. 


"What we are trying to do is 


develop our own community," 
explained the senior Powless. 
He added that the tribe "doesn't 
get much help from the people 
that have taken over here," 
referring to non-Indian 
land 


owners and public officials. 


Since being relocated from 


their central New York Statt 
ancestral territory in the 1820s, 
the land of the Oneidas has 
dwindled from more than 500,- 
000 acres that previously be- 
longed to the Menominees, to a 
reservation of 65,000 acres, and 
now to a territory of 2,600 acres

Board of Soil and Water Con- 
servation toured parts of Wau- 
paca County and the Wolf River 
Friday, as part of their effort to 
get the committee "closer to 
people," and to view state-wide 
problems and solutions to soil 
erosion and water conservation. 


Traditionally, the b o a r d 's 


meetings are held in Madison. 
But Carl Much of Marion, a new 
committee member, said the 
board should "try to get around 
the state and see the problems, 
instead of sitting in an office in 
Madison." The board, he said, 
should "go where 
problems 


arise." 


Much asked the committee 


here, he said, to show them soil 
erosion and rip-rapping (lining 
the shoreline with stone) on the 
Wolf River. The group toured 
the river from New London to 
Northport. 


Ken Halverson, state soil con- 


s e r v a t i o nist at Waupaca, 
showed examples of soil bank 
erosion along the river, and said 
:most of it comes from boat 
traffic — not just big boats, but 
all boats." 


'Doing the Job' 


Trees alone, he added, do not 


stabilize the bank. Rip-rapping 
is "effective but not always 
beautiful. Jffe should also con- 
sider some aesthetics with it 
(rip-rapping) — but it's doing 
the job, that's the important 
thing." 
. While rip-rapping is effective 
in stopping erosion on the Wolf, 
other problems are evident in 
the county, Halverson told the 
group. 


On smaller streams, where 


water is not deep enough for 
boat traffic, 
and 
boating 
is 


imited to canoes, most erosion 
is natural, and not caused by 
wakes. 


On other streams, cattle graz- 
ng on slopes eat the vegetation, 
causing erosion. But that type 
of erosion "might heal itself," 
Halverson said. "If we keep the 
attle out of there, the vegeta- 
tion might take over." 


Pollution, from farm run-off 


and ineffective or malfunction- 
ing septic tanks, is also a 
problem in the county.

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Sargent Shriver Good Choice 


The manner in which Candidate 


McGovern arrived at the selection of 
Sargent Shriver as his running mate 
certainly was long and laborious but in 
the end his choice was better than many 
he had sought as partners, and who had 
turned him down. Shriver could well be 
an ideal candidate. 


In political circles, Shriver is known 


as "Mr. Clean" testifying to his dedicat- 
ed and effective public service in such 
jobs as head of the Peace Corps and 
director of the poverty agency, OEO. 
His subsequent term as Ambassador to 
France embellishes that public career. 


For those political hobbyists who 


look for balance on a ticket Shriver is an 
easterner and a member of the Kennedy 


family and a Catholic. He also is most 
personable. 


For a time after the Eagleton mis- 


fortune it appears that those whom 
McGovern sought for the post were 
turning him down as fast as he could 
come up with new selections. It began 
to appear that many prominent senators 
and Democrats were already tabbing 
him as a loser. And people like Muskie 
and Humphrey couldn't afford another 
losing effort at national office. 


From that point of view Sargent 


Shriver had less to lose, never having 
held elective office. But his selection 
adds strength to the ticket. How much 
strength we will see as his role in the 
campaign develops. 


The Senate and the Indochina War 


The vote in the United State Senate 


to cut off all funds for the war in In- 
dochina within four months is another 
indication that Congress has the mes- 
sage that the American people want us 


' out of that area. But that is about all it is. 


Specifically the amendment to the 


$20.5 billion Pentagon bill would halt 
funds 
except 
those 
needed 
for 


withdrawing forces if the North Viet- 
namese released all American prisoners 
of war and somehow accounted for all 
Americans missing in action. It seems 
obvious that Hanoi will not let the 
POWs go until there is a cease-fire, 
something President Nixon's terms 
include. Once again there is likely to be 
a stalemate with, however, always 
fewer American combat troops in 
ground action. Whether the President's 
bombing strategy works as presently 
employed or in heavier doses as is likely 
if he wins the election in November may 
depend more upon Hanoi's evaluation 
of its chances to take over the South 
than the damage, unless there is a great 
loss of life. 


But the total bill is, as Senator Mike 


Mansfield complained, much of the 
same thing that has been passed by 
Congress in recent years, —in effect just 
about everything the Department of 
Defense wants. Nineteen Democrats 
voted • against 
Senator 
George 


McGovern's proposal that the budget be 
held to last year's level. The problem is 
that politically few dare to be against 
providing enough money for the 
country to protect itself in the manner 
which the Defense Department deems 


adequate. Although Senator McGovern, 
in pushing his amendment as a hold- 
the-line strategy until the presidential 
choice is made in November, stressed 
that "in the name of national security, it 
(heavy spending) would undermine our 
safety and debase the real sources of our 
strength," it does not seem that way to 
many Congressmen or at least they feel' 
it does not seem that way to their con- 
stituents. 


Basically Senator McGovern is right. 


Nationally we need more attention to 
domestic issues than we have shown in 
recent years or that have been partly 
excused away with the needs of 
Southeast Asia. But whether this 
country actually would use the savings 
from defense spending for the vague 
costs of improving social and economic 
conditions in this country is speculative 
at best. The hardware of the Defense 
Department is simply more saleable and 
there still is the memory of the political 
problems of those who didn't favor 
strengthening our garrison on Guam. 


Anyone who has had any contact 


with the military knows there are areas 
of considerable waste. Far more impor- 
tant, as far as ever really cutting back on 
defense spending is concerned, is 
changing the almost paranoid fears and 
rearranging international relations. 
President Nixon has unfortunately paid 
lip service to the former but he has 
helped the latter. 


The Senate now has put on record its 


feelings about our staying in Indochina. 
There is little doubt but that it reflects 
the majority sentiment in the nation. 


Recent Events in the Middle East 


It looks as if President Anwar Sadat 


of Egypt may be trying the carrot and 
stick technique. Israel should take no- 
tice. 


Recently Sadat sent all Russian 


military advisors packing. The Soviet 
Union leaders did not appear to be an- 
noyed or even bothered by the order 
which suggests that Russia does not 
want any all-out war in the Middle East, 
or even the continuation of tensions. 
Then Egypt and Libya jointly an-, 
nounced their intention of forming one 
nation with Cairo as its capital. The 
announcement explained that "the 
Arabs have realized that the challenge 
of Zionism and imperialism can only be 
surmounted by a large entity with 
.enormous resources and capabilities." 
On the one hand then, Egypt has in- 
dicated that the chances of strong Rus- 
sian support in the struggle against 
Israel no longer is available or wanted. 
On the other, it is maintaining its an- 
tagonism to Israel and is including 
Libya in the camp. 


In the past, the various Arab leaders 


have succeeded in dividing authority 
among themselves so much that their 
individual ambitions obviously got in 
the way of any really unified action 
against Israel. The United Arab 
Republic eventually scaled down to only 
Egypt after grandiose plans and 
pronouncements. The earlier announce- 
ment of some sort of a union between 
Egypt and Libya didn't seem to mean 
much. 


Whether this later attempt at union 


will come to reality still is a question 
although Libya's Colonel Muammar 
Kadafi does not have extensive recog- 
nition and perhaps no ambition. Libya is 
a much wealthier nation than Egypt 
because of its oil resources so it is 
equipped to do some hard bargaining. 


At this juncture it would be wise of 


the Israeli leaders to consider some 
concessions of their own, even the 
withdrawal of their forces from areas 
occupied in the 6-day war or at least 
sincere efforts to negotiate such 
withdrawal. It is true that some parts of 
the occupied territory may seem essen- 
tial to Israel's defense. But a unified 
Arab world, however remote, has ap- 
peared more possible with the recent 
announcement, and such overall unity 
could spell doom for Israel unless it had 
the massive help of other nations. 


Moreover, the Egyptian ousting of 


the Russians and the Russian meek 
observance are indirect concessions to 
Israel. Egypt was saying that it does not 
consider complete defeat of Israel es- 
sential at all costs. Russia was saying it 
does not want to run a serious risk of 
conflict. 


The -history of the world, especially 


the wars of the last couple of centuries, 
has been one of lost opportunities. 
Hopefully there will not be one for a 
besieged Israel to remember in later 
vears.

Republican Southern Strategy 
Working and Phillips Chuckles

WASHINGTON - You 


don't hear much about the 
Southern Strategy anymore, 
probably because it's such a 
success. George Wallace's 
July 29 disavowal of third 
party ambitions in 1972 was 
the final icing on the cake: 
Richard Nixon now has a 
clear, wide-open track to 
sweep the old Confederacy 
on Nov. 7. 


After all is said and done, 


the underlying dynamic of 
the Republican Southern 
Strategy is -and has been - 
the notion that Dixie is 
basically revolted by the 
Manhattan-Berkeley (Calif.) 
liberalism taking over the 
national Democratic Party. 
George McGovern's nominsr- 
tion represents a break for 
the GOP, but it wasn't essen- 
tial. Even without McGovern, 
the national Democratic 
Party of 1972, with its mili- 
tant blacks, Chicanes, social 
activists, and students, would 
have been too far Left for the 
South.. 


Appeal to the South 


The other side of the stra- 


tegic coin, of course, is the 
Nixon Administration's posi- 
tive appeal to the South. 
While it does exist - witness 
the President's Supreme 
Court nominations — to say 
the least, it's been erratic. 
Contrary to some insinua- 
tions, when the Nixon Ad- 
ministration took office in 
1969, South Carolina Senator 
Strom Thurmond was not

Some 
Democratic candidates were 
able to link local Republicans 
to the same sort of HEW- 
and-bureaucrat harassment 
that the Southern GOP ora- 
tors had hitherto blamed on

ministrations. And with the 
economy also in trouble, 
middle-of-the-road Southern 
Democrats beat back GOP 
challenges to one governor's 
chair after another. Only in 
Tennessee 
were 
the 


Democratic nominees for 
senator and governor out- 
and-out liberals, and there 
the Republicans achieved 
their hoped-for gains. 


No real case can be made 


for the 1970 elections as a test 
of the Southern Strategy.

Not too much has been said 


about the "New South" since

Labor Vote Uncertain 


The national press con- 


tinues to relate the uncer- 
tainty of organized labor 
about McGovern. George 
Meany has little chance to 
control the vote of the paper 
machine tender in Kaukauna 
or the carpenter in Racine. 


What is important is the 


prospect that much of the 
huge labor contribution of 
money will dry up this year as 
a result of the hostility of big 
labor bureaucracy. Nobody is 
more aware of the indispen- 
sability of funding in modern 
politics than Gov. Lucey, who 
has already begun ardent 
wooing of his normal allies in 
big labor for the McGovern 
cause. 


Finally, there is that intan-" 


gible but enormously vital 
factor that can be described 
as 
spirit, 
or 
morale, 


exemplified earlier by the 
prodigious

for 


McGovern by thousands of 
persons drawn into politics 
for the first time. There are 
potentially healing months 
ahead. Surely there will be 
intervening dramas. But as 
the campaign begins, the 
odds-makers hereabouts are 
cautious about the Democra- 
tic prospects. 


Strictly Personal 
Harris Enters Into 
Field of Economics

If 
you 
brought 
six 


physicists together, or six as- 
tronomers; or six chemists, 
you wouldn't get much con- 
troversy on the basic axioms 
of their fields; except for a 
few speculative matters, all 
physicists would agree on 


Harris 


molecular structure, all as- 
tronomers on paralax, all 
chemists on valency. 


But if you brought six 


economists, or tax experts 
together, you'd probably end 
up with six -or at least three 
— fiercely differing views on 
how, 
and how much, we 


ought to tax the population. 


Is this because the physical 


sciences are "exact," while 
the social sciences are not? 
Or is it rather because even 
the experts look at economic 
matters from a personal as 
much as from a professional 
view? 


Not being an economist, I 


don't know any more than 
you do what is the optimum 
economic arrangement for 
our society, so that produc- 
tivity will be increased, jobs 
maintained, and a fair share 
of taxes paid by all. I don't 
know 
which 
school of 


economics 
to 
believe — 


because each of them seems 
to be grinding "a special axe. 


How, then, can the average 


citizen make a rational 
decision on which candidates 
V»d programs to support in 
the economic area? The way 


we do it now is simply to vote 
our pocketbooks, with the 
strongest segment having its 
way, and no concern for the 
general good at all. 


But, 
if 
the 
field 
of 


economics is anything more 
than a sophisticated form of 
soothsaying, there ought to 
be a way of obtaining a broad 
consensus 
among 
its 


members, 
in 
the 
same 


manner that scientists can 
agree on a table of atomic 
weights or the measurable 
expansion of gases. 


What prevents such con- 


sensus-if not unanimity-is 
not the professional inepti- 
tude of the economists so 
much as the fact that, behind 
all their arguments, they 
have different ideas about the 
nature of amn. And it is these 
non-economic ideas that tend 
to shape their economic 
theories and principles and 
proposals. 


It 
is 
basically 
a 


philosophical difference, not 
an economic one; and this is 
why the social sciences can- 
not 
be 
"scientific." As- 


tronomers don't have a 
philosophical view of stars, or 
physicists of molecules, or 
chemists of elements; these 
are simply taken as given. 
But the economist is an in- 
tegral part of the system he is 
studying, and his view of th« 
nature of man unconsciously 
colors his economic axioms. 


Technical expertise, statis- 


tics, computers, whatever 
tools we use, will not bring us 
any closer to fundamental 
agreement on the best way to 
slice the pie. Only a rigorous 
philosophical 
discipline, 


enabling us to examine our 
implicit assumptions about 
the nature of man (and what 
is best for him) can provide 
an adequate launching-pad 
for our economic explora- 
tions. And who cares enough 
tost Art with this?

Polls Wrong? 


"The polls could be wrong," 


Wankleman said. "There are 
some Democrats who want to 
vote for McGovern, but at this 
stage, they're not willing to 
speak up.

activity. "It's not just giving 
money away" that is impor- 
tant, he said. "Sometimes you 
have to do something. We're 
not just an auxiliary to the 
Red Feather."

more than just entertainment. 
Recent ones have included 
reports from such groups as 
Goodwill and the Salvation 
Army, discussions by author- 
ities on conservation and edu- 
cation, and speeches by can- 
didates for public offices.
